SUBJECT: IEA AST-2 RECORD-KEEPING 

1 . KOENIG OF IEA SECRETARIAT ON MAY 30 SENT A TELEX 
TO A U.S. DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE OFFICIAL CONCERNING USG 
RECORD-KEEPING REQUIREMENTS FOR ISAG MEETING. PLEASE 
CONVEY RESPONSE PARAS 2-4 TO IEA SOONEST, SO THAT KOENIG 
MAY HAVE IT BEFORE HE LEAVES PARIS FOR WEEKEND. PLEASE 
ALSO NOTE THAT DOE HAS RESPONSIBILITY FOR USG RECORD- 
KEEPING REQUIREMENTS, AND WE SUGGEST THAT COMMUNICATIONS 
ON THESE MATTERS BE TRANSMITTED VIA USOECD AND DEPARTMENT 
OF STATE. 
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2. FOR IEA SECRETARIAT: IN RESPONSE TO YOUR TELEX, IT 
IS OUR UNDERSTANDING THAT YOU ALREADY HAVE COMPLETE COPY 
OF USG DOCUMENT LOGS, MEMORANDA AND MEETING NOTES WHICH 
WERE TRANSMITTED IN FIRST THREE DISPATCHES OF USG 
MONITORS. THIS, WHEN COMBINED WITH IEA DOCUMENTS NOTED 
IN THE LOGS AS HAVING BEEN TRANSMITTED TO WASHINGTON, 
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CONSTITUTES A COMPLETE COPY OF THE USG OFFICIAL RECORD. 
WITH RESPECT TO DISPATCHES 4 THROUGH 6 BIS, WILLIAM RAMSAY 
OF STATE DEPARTMENT, WHO WILL BE AT OECD ON MONDAY, 

JUNE 5 FOR OTHER PURPOSES, WILL DELIVER TO IEA SECRETARIAT 
COPIES OF MEETING RECORDS AND USG MEMORANDA TO COMPLETE 

YOUR COPY OF USG RECORD FOR THESE DISPATCHES. TO DO 
THIS, MR. RAMSAY WILL NEED ACCESS TO THE USG LOCKED 
FILE CABINET WHICH WAS LEFT AT IEA FOR SAFE-KEEPING. 

WITH RESPECT TO DISPATCHES 7 THROUGH 8 BIS, YOU HAVE 
THOSE IN YOUR POSSESSION FOR REVIEW. AFTER YOUR REVIEW, 
COPIES OF USG MEETING RECORDS AND MEMORANDA WILL BE 
MADE AND DELIVERED TO YOU FOR YOUR FILE. IN ADDITION, 

MR. RAMSAY WILL DELIVER TO YOU ONE COPY OF EACH OF THE 
TRANSCRIPTS YOU HAVE ALREADY REVIEWED AND CLEARED AND 
WHICH HAVE BEEN SENT BACK TO WASHINGTON. 

3. IT IS OUR UNDERSTANDING THAT THERE WILL BE A 
DISCUSSION BETWEEN USG MONITORS AND THE IEA SECRETARIAT 
DURING THE WEEK OF THE IAB MEETING, JUNE 26-30, RATHER 
THAN AT THE TIME OF THE SEQ MEETING AS STATED IN YOUR 
TELEX, TO DISCUSS THOSE DOCUMENTS WHICH YOU WISH DELETED 
FROM USG RECORD AND WHICH MONITORS FEEL SHOULD BE 
INCLUDED. AT THAT TIME WE WOULD ALSO EXPECT TO DISCUSS 
ANY SUGGESTED DELETIONS FROM TRANSCRIPTS NOW BEING TYPED 
BY WAGA AND SPINELLI. 
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4. BASED ON THE ABOVE, IEA SECRETARIAT WILL HAVE A 
COMPLETE COPY OF USG RECORD OF TEST. IN ADDITION, 

AFTER DOCUMENTS NOW AWAITING YOUR CLEARANCE AND 
TRANSCRIPTS YET TO BE COMPLETED HAVE BEEN DELIVERED TO 
USG, WE WILL TURN OVER THE USG MASTER FILE FOR RETENTION 
BY IEA SECRETARIAT. THIS FILE DUPLICATES ITEMS DIS- 
CUSSES ABOVE, WHICH ARE OR WILL SHORTLY BE IN POSSESSION 
OF THE SECRETARIAT. VANCE 
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
